Iraqis Vote Amid Violence 


Defying insurgents, voters floek to polls in historie eleetion 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraqis embraced democracy in 
large numbers Sunday, standing in long lines 
to vote in defiance of mortar attacks, suicide 
bombers and boycott calls. Pushed in wheel- 
chairs or carts if they couldn’t walk, the elderly, 
the young and women in veils cast ballots in 
Iraq’s first free election in a half-century. 

Uncertain Sunni turnout, a string of insur- 
gent attacks that killed at least 44 and the 
crash of a British military plane drove home 
that chaos in Iraq isn’t over yet. 

Yet the mere fact that the vote went off 
seemed to ricochet instantly around a world 
hoping for Arab democracy and fearing Islamic 
extremism. 


The feeling was fes- 
tive at times. Entire 
families showed up in 
their finest clothes. 

“I am doing this 
because I love my 
country, and I love the 
sons of my nation,” said 
Shamal Hekeib, 53, 
who walked with his 
wife 20 minutes to a 
polling station near his Baghdad home. 

But for the country’s minority Sunni 
Arabs, who held a privileged position under 
Saddam Hussein, the day was not as welcome. 


No more than 400 people voted in 
Saddam’s hometown of Tikrit, and in the 
heavily Sunni northern Baghdad neighbor- 
hood of Azamiyah, where Saddam made his 
last known public appearance, the four poll- 
ing places never even opened. 

The vote to elect a 275 -member National 
Assembly and 18 provincial legislatures was 
only the first step on Iraq’s road to self-rule 
and stability. Once the results are in — election 
officials said counting could take 10 days — it 
could take weeks of backroom deals before a 
prime minister and government are picked 
by the new assembly, sallybuzbee(ap)

Expat Iraqis Celebrate at U.S. Polls 


Final day of overseas 
voting coincides with 
election day in Iraq 

SOUTHGATE, MICH. I Iraqi expatriates 
traveled hundreds of miles to cast 
ballots Sunday in their country’s 
election, joyously dancing in eth- 
nic garb and expressing relief that 
family members were able to vote 
safely despite violence in Iraq. 

“I feel like I’m going to cry. 
This is my first time ever voting,” 
said Zeinab Alkhafaji, 20, a Shiite 
Muslim from Dearborn. 

Nearly 26,000 people registered 
in five U.S. cities — Chicago, Detroit, 
Los Angeles, Nashville, Tenn., and 
Washington — to vote for the 275- 



member National Assembly. 

More than 16,000, or 63 percent, 
of registered Iraqis in the United 
States had voted through Saturday, 
according to the International 
Organization for Migration. The 
vote Sunday marked the third 
and final day of overseas voting, 
and coincided with election day 
in Iraq. 

In Skokie, 111., Andriyous 
Youkhana, 61, voted on Friday 
but returned Sunday with his three 
adult children so they could vote. 

“I wanted them to share this his- 
toric moment, so that maybe one 
day they’ll go and visit newly elected

Ice Storm Wreaks

ATLANTA I More than 230,000 cus- 
tomers had no electricity Sunday 
in Georgia while crews worked to 
repair power lines snapped by an 
ice storm, and the city’s airport 
reopened all its runways as tem- 
peratures rose above freezing.

Audit Cites Missing $9B 


WASHINGTON | The U.S. occupa- 
tion authority in Iraq was unable 
to keep track of nearly $9 billion it 
transferred to government minis- 
tries, which lacked financial con- 
trols, security, communications 
and adequate staff, an inspector 
general has found. 

The U.S. officials relied on Iraqi 
agencies to account for the funds but 
those offices were not even function- 
ing when the funds were transferred 
between October 2003 and June 
2004, according to an audit by a 
special inspector general. 

The findings were released 
Sunday by Stuart Bowen Jr., spe- 


cial inspector general for Iraq recon- 
struction. Bowen issued several 
reports on the Coalition Provisional 
Authority (CPA), the U.S. govern- 
ing authority that ruled Iraq from 
June 2003 to June 2004. 

The official who led the CPA, L. 
Paul Bremer III, submitted a blis- 
tering written reply to the findings, 
saying the report had “many mis- 
conceptions and inaccuracies,” and 
lacked professional judgment. 

Bremer said the report “assumes 
that western- style budgeting and 
accounting procedures could be 
immediately and fully implemented 
in the midst of a war.” (ap)

Singer decries media 
leaks in abuse case as 
‘disgusting and false’ 

SANTA MARIA, CALIF. | The child 
molestation case against Michael 
Jackson is finally ready for a trial 
that promises to be like no other. 

Jury selection begins Monday, 
with Jackson expected to appear, in 
a case that has become a symbol of 
the American obsession with celeb- 
rity. Early Sunday, Jackson issued a 
court-approved video statement on 
his Web site, calling recent media 
leaks in the case “disgusting and 
false” and predicting he would be 
acquitted. 

The uphill task of finding jurors 
who haven’t prejudged the case is a 
mere prelude to a courtroom con- 
test that will include testimony from 
the boy who accuses the pop icon 
of molesting him. 

More than 1,000 news represen- 
tatives have applied for credentials, 
including reporters from Japan, 
Switzerland and Australia. 


On the defense side of court sits 
a glittering superstar. Jackson, 46, 
is charged with molesting the can- 
cer patient — then age 13, now 15 
— after plying him with alcohol. 

On the prosecution side is Santa 
Barbara County district attorney 
Tom Sneddon. For years, Sneddon 
has pursued Jackson and what hap- 
pens at his Neverland Ranch. 


The referee is veteran Superior 
Court Judge Rodney Melville. 

At a pretrial hearing Friday, 
Melville made it clear that a gag 
order stands and he won’t abide 
lawyers attacking each other. 

“I expect and know that you will, 
all, on both sides, carry the burden of 
showing the world what a fine system 
we have,” Melville said, (ap) 


NASA Looking Toward 
Future of Space Shuttle 


CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. | Two years 
after Columbia’s demise, excite- 
ment over the space shuttle fleet’s 
return to the skies in just a few 
short months is finally overtaking 
the agony of the accident. 

In the past few weeks, two deliv- 
eries have boosted morale among 
workers and provided evidence they 
are rounding the corner. 

One is a special tool to inspect 
the next shuttle while in orbit for 
any damage to its thermal-protec- 
tive skin. The other is a brand new 
fuel tank guaranteed by NASA not 
to shed big chunks of foam insula- 
tion that could harm the shuttle. 

Those are two of the biggest 
technical changes resulting from 
a lengthy review of what destroyed 
Columbia and killed seven astro- 
nauts on Feb. 1, 2003. 

For virtually everyone at NASA, 
the next launch — possibly as early

“We all want to do this in 
memory of the crew,” said Sandy 
Coleman, project manager over 
the fuel tank.

They knew the dangers of space - 
flight, and if it had been reversed, 
they would have been doing it for

Festive atmosphere 
reigns at polls despite 
attacks, uncertainty 

BAGHDADI Entire families showed 
up wearing their finest clothing. 
Elderly people arrived in wheel- 
chairs. Several were blind. 

Sunday’s historic election 
brought out the fatalism and the 
courage in many Iraqis, who braved 
suicide bombers, mortar rounds and 
gunfire to vote in their first free 
election in nearly 50 years. 

“We have no fear,” three women 
wearing all-encompassing abaya 
cloaks said in unison, heading 
toward a polling center as a huge 
explosion shook the ground, one of 
several that rocked the capital on 
voting day. 

Word of actual attacks and 
rumors of insurgents targeting vot- 
ers continuously made the rounds 
in this city of 6 million people. At 
least 44 people were killed across 
Iraq in suicide bombings, mortar 
strikes and other attacks that began 
shortly after sunrise. 

“Am I scared? Of course I’m not 
scared. This is my country,” said 50- 
year-old Fathiya Mohammed, walk- 
ing alone at a brisk pace to a nearby 
polling station. 

Iraqis have often surprised 
outsiders with their resilience and 
uncanny ability to adapt. They are 
qualities born and nurtured over 
two decades of wars, crushing U.N. 
sanctions, a U.S. -led occupation 


perceived as harsh and humiliat- 
ing and a brutal insurgency. 

The Iraqis who went to the polls 
for the most part acted like it was 
nothing new for them to exercise 
the right to choose their represen- 
tatives, despite having lived in a 
dictatorship for most of the last 
50 years. 

“We are Arabs, we are not 
scared and we are not cowards,” 
said Shamal Hekeib, 53. 

With helicopters flying low 
overhead and occasional gunfire 
ringing out close by, at least 200 
voters stood calmly in line outside 
a polling station by midday in the 


heart of Baghdad. Inside the cen- 
ter, a sprawling complex that head- 
quarters Baghdad’s utility services, 
the atmosphere was festive. 

Volunteers gave directions to vot- 
ers, policemen were courteous as 
they imposed harsh security mea- 
sures — at least four body searches 
and a ban on carrying electronic 
equipment, pens, cigarette boxes 
and lighters. 

“It has been a long and hard 
assignment for me,” said policeman 
Abbas Saedi, a veteran of 23 years. 
“We fought terrorists who took shel- 
ter in a cemetery behind the poll- 
ing center, we captured some and 


found weapons hidden in graves. It 
was all worth it. This is great,” he 
said as late voters rushed around 
the complex before the polls closed.

Troops Die When

LO N D 0 N I Up to 15 British troops are 
believed to have died when a mili- 
tary transport plane crashed in Iraq 
Sunday, Britain’s Press Association 
reported, citing military sources. 

The Ministry of Defense earlier 
confirmed that a Royal Air Force 
C-130 military transport plane 
crashed north of Baghdad Sunday, 
but gave no details of any casualties 
or what caused the crash. 

A senior U.S. military officer in 
Iraq said earlier that the aircraft, 
en route from Baghdad to the city 
of Balad, crashed 25 miles north- 
west of Baghdad. The British mili- 
tary has reported 76 deaths since 
the start of the Iraq war. (ap) 

Unofficial Results 
May Be Out Today 

BAGHDADI Preliminary results from 
Iraq’s election could come as early as 
Monday, Iraqi officials said. But final 
results and an accurate turnout esti- 
mate could take up to 10 days. 

Confusion over turnout was wide- 
spread Sunday, after the Iraqi elec- 
toral commission first announced a 
huge 72 percent voter turnout. They 
then acknowledged the figure was 
based only on guesses, and officials

British Lawmaker Says He Has HIV 


JERUSALEM | In the latest sign 
of budding cooperation, Israel’s 
defense minister said Sunday the 
army would likely withdraw troops 
from some West Bank cities in a 
matter of days, turning security 
over to Palestinian forces. 

A pullback of Israeli troops from 
cities they have patrolled during 
the nearly 4>^-year-old conflict 
would meet a key demand of the 
new Palestinian leadership, which 
has impressed Israel by moving to 
quell the activities of armed mili- 
tants in the Gaza Strip. 

The proposed transfer comes 
amid preparations for a meeting 
between Israeli Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon and newly elected 
Palestinian Authority President 
Mahmoud Abbas, which is tentative- 
ly planned for next week. Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice is scheduled 
to arrive Sunday for visits with both 
sides, Israeli media reported. 


Israeli Defense Minister Shaul 
Mofaz said specifics of the with- 
drawal would be ironed out with 
the Palestinians. An initial pull- 
back could take place this week in 
four cities: Ramallah, Tulkarem, 
Kalkilya and Jericho, according to

BEIJING I China kept up its sur- 
veillance on dissidents Sunday in 
a sign of the government’s continued 
unease over potentially widespread 
mourning over the death of oust- 
ed Communist Party leader Zhao 
Ziyang, who fell from power for 
sympathizing with pro -democra- 
cy demonstrators in 1989. 

Zhao, who died Jan. 17, was cre- 
mated Saturday at the main burial 
site for revolutionary heroes after a 
tightly controlled memorial service 
— below a state funeral in status — 
where only guests approved by the 
government were allowed. 

Activists were banned from 
attending and were watched over 
by security agents who guarded 
their homes and tapped their tele- 
phones. A human rights activist 
said at least five dissidents who 
traveled to Beijing for the cer- 
emony have either disappeared 
or been detained by authorities.

Indonesia, Rebels 
Break Off Talks 

Setback as yet more tsunami victims are found 


BANDA, ACEH I Workers buried more 
tsunami victims in Aceh province 
Sunday as a premature end to cease- 
fire talks between the Indonesian 
government and separatist rebels 
dampened hopes for a quick reso- 
lution to a 30 -year- old conflict in 
the devastated province. 

Five weeks after the tsuna- 
mi disaster, the government said 
nearly 5,000 dead were found over 
the past week in Aceh, increasing 
the death toll to between 150,000 
and 178,000 across 11 nations. Some 
26,500 to 142,000 are missing, most 
of whom are presumed dead. 

There had been optimism that 
the immensity of the disaster in 
Aceh on the northern tip of Sumatra 
island would spur Indonesia’s gov- 


ernment and rebels to find a way to 
end fighting. But hopes were dashed 
when truce negotiations in Helsinki, 
Finland, broke off. 

There was no word on why the 
meeting ended late Saturday, a 
day earlier than planned. Former 
Finnish President Martti Ahtisaari, 
who convened the meeting, said nei- 
ther party had accepted an invita- 
tion to a second round. 

Both the insurgents, who have 
been fighting for an independent 
homeland in Aceh since 1976, and 
government forces declared an infor- 
mal cease-fire after the tsunami. But 
the promises apparently have been 
ignored, with the military saying it 
has killed more than 200 suspected 
rebels since Dec. 26. (ap)

Security forces 
stormed the compound, and five 
foreign consulate employees and

Metro Considers Selling 
Stations’ Naming Rights 


WASHINGTON | Imagine boarding a 
Metro train that’s pulling into Sprint 
Station or seeing pylons that read 
Gallery Place -Chinatown, “Home 
of Benneton.” 

Metro is flirting with the idea 
of selling naming rights and cor- 
porate sponsorships. 

Las Vegas’ Monorail counts on 
about $25 million in annual adver- 
tising from selling companies such as 
Nextel and Monster Energy drinks 
the rights to brand the stations and 
the individual trains. 

Last week, New York City’s 
Metropolitan Transportation 


Authority approved a two-year deal 
with two marketing firms that may 
lead to companies affixing their cor- 
porate names on subway stations, 
lines, tunnels and bridges. 

Some Metro Board members said 
they would consider such deals. “Like 
New York City, we need the money,” 
said Board member and D.C. Council 
member Jim Graham.

SINCE YOU ASKED 


Q Why are there only even 
numbers of cars on Metro 
trains? How come we never see a 
I, 3, 5 or 7-car train? 

A You won’t see those because 
it can’t be done with Metro’s 
fleet. The agency’s trains are 
made up of “married pairs” — sets 
of cars that share operational 
systems, said Pat Porzillo, chief 
engineer in Metro’s operations 
department. 

So-called “A cars,” for in- 
stance, carry the air compressor 
(which mostly creates air for the 
brakes) and the automatic train 
control system. “B cars” contain 
the low-voltage power supply (for 
features such as lighting) and 
emergency back-up batteries, 
said Porzillo. The “married pair” 
setup also allows for there to be 
an operator’s cab at both ends 
a train, he said, so it’s ready to 
operate in either direction. 

The cars arrive from the manu- 
facturer one at a time, then are 
coupled together by Metro.

Students Risk It Alone 


University venture 
capital funds allow 
hands-on experience 

B U S I N E S S I Venture capital is agony 
and ecstasy, bust and boom, the 
stress of gambling and the thrill 
of a front-row view on the lat- 
est technologies. And when real 
money is involved, it’s also one 
of the hottest classes on business 
school campuses. 

A handful of schools are rais- 
ing significant amounts of money 
to allow students to invest in real 
startups. The hope is to better train 
both aspiring venture capitalists 
and entrepreneurs. And while it 
hasn’t happened yet, if a student 
venture fund happens to back the 
next Google and fills its university’s 
coffers, so much the better. 

“I went around to different 
VC firms in the [Salt Lake] val- 
ley and said I’d sweep their floors 
for them if they wanted. Then I 
saw this opportunity,” said Mark 
Campbell, a University of Utah stu-

dent involved with the University 
Venture Fund there. 

Utah is one of at least three 
business schools where students 
essentially run venture capital 
funds, along with the University of 
Michigan and Cornell University. 
Others, including the University of 


Maryland, sponsor venture funds 
that involve students to varying 
degrees. 

Utah’s fund has backed one 
company with a $100,000 invest- 
ment and plans to announce anoth- 
er deal soon. Cornell’s has backed 
four businesses. Michigan’s $3.5 
million Wolverine Venture Fund 
recently saw one of its portfolio 
companies go public. 

For students, the programs 
demand long hours outside of class 
and typically little course credit, but 
they are very popular: 60 to 100 stu- 
dents apply for eight slots each year 
at Michigan, while Utah selects five 
to 10 from 100 applicants. 

The popularity stems in part 
from the desirability of jobs in 
venture capital, a tough field to 
break into. “Apprenticeship is still 
the career path of venture capital,” 
said Michael Grenier, a second-year 
Maryland MBA student. “I passed 
up going to some of the other top 
schools to have a chance to come 
here and participate in this pro- 
gram.”

research could be required to assess 
an item’s value and to identify fakes. 
As an auctioneer, you’re “only as 
good as your reputation,’’ said Quinn. 
HOW YOU CAN GET HIS JOB; Virginia 
requires 80 hours of auctioneering 
school, where basics such as bid 
calling, contracts and ethics are 
taught. Both the District and Virginia, 
as well as some counties and cities 
in Maryland, require a license as well, 
according to the National Auction- 
eers Association (auctioneers.org). 
Quinn suggests that beginners build 
their rep by offering to workforfree.

Scissor Sisters aim 
their sexy stage act 
at Ma and Pa America 

M U S I C I Elton John comparisons he 
can handle, but Jake Shears draws 
the line with the Village People. 
Sure, Shears is gay. Yes, he fronts a 
quintet from New York. But Scissor 
Sisters aren’t homosexual carica- 
tures thrusting to a canned beat. 

“We’re a band. Village People is 
five guys singing along to a CD or 
something. ... I would like to think 
that what we do is a little more pro- 
gressive,” said Shears, a former go- 
go dancer who is making his singles 
a little differently these days. 

Since the group’s Bee Gees-ifred 
version of Pink Floyd’s “Comfortably 
Numb” stormed the clubs in early 
2004, Scissor Sisters have scored 
hit after hit in the U.K., making 
their self-titled debut the biggest 
record in Britain last year. Their 
breakthrough single is also up 
for dance song of the year at next 
month’s Grammy Awards, compet- 
ing against reigning dance queens 
Britney Spears and Kylie Minogue. 

Co -fronted by Shears and Ana 
Matronic, a singer who describes 
herself as “a drag queen stuck in 
a woman’s body,” Scissor Sisters 
delights in sexual exploration and

But don’t call them disco or, even 
worse, gay disco.

It certainly hasn’t in Britain, 
where the group has sold 1.8 mil- 
lion records, been on the cover of 
NME and opened for Elton John 
and Duran Duran.

“Radio and all the rest of it, the 
difficulty is tenfold in America 
when you’re trying to do some- 
thing a little bit different,” said Seb 
Chew, A&R manager for Polydor 
UK, which put out the group’s 
album in England.

GAMES I “Half-Life 2,” “Halo 2,” and 
“Need for Speed Underground 2” are 
all fine video games. But do you see 
the trend here? There doesn’t seem 
to be much room for new, unique 
titles anymore. 

If “Alien Hominid” is any indi- 
cation, that’s a shame. 

What started out as a free 


Web-based PC game in 2002 has 
been reborn as a $30 title for the 
GameCube and PlayStation 2. 

Playing as a yellow-headed 
alien who crashes a flying saucer 
on Earth, you simply jump, slash 
and shoot your way from left to right 
through droves of angry FBI agents 
and mechanized ubermonsters. 

It’s a welcome throwback to sim- 
pler days of gaming, when getting 
the high score still meant something. 

Imagine how you feel watching 
the game -winning buzzer shot at

The 2-D, car- 
toon style imagery is served well 
with vividly drawn characters, col- 
orful explosions and screen-filling 
battles with giant robot monsters. 

Even on the included Thumb

Unless you’re a veteran of simi- 
lar side -scrolling shooter games 
such as “Contra,” prepare for lots 
of “game over” screens.

A new book mulls how

BOO KS I Who can recount the series 
of logical steps they followed in 
choosing whom to marry, accepting 
a particular job offer, picking a col- 
lege or deciding which house to buy? 

We think of the human brain as 
the seat of conscious thought, the 
source of an innate human ability to 
consciously and logically manipu- 
late and weigh the facts of a situa- 
tion. But when it comes to many of 
life’s most critical moments, that’s 
not how we use our brains at all. 

“Blink” is about those moments. 
It is a consideration of how the 
brain’s logical circuitry reacts in an 
instant to the information our sens- 
es provide, all without our knowl- 
edge and sometimes without our 
consent. How does a cop decide 
in a fraction of a second whether 
to pull the trigger? Is there such a 
thing as love at first sight? 

Author Malcolm Gladwell pres-

nitive processes make all the differ- 
ence in how things turn out. 

Gladwell profiles a marriage 
counselor who can tell with 90 
percent accuracy whether a couple 
is headed for divorce, just by lis- 
tening to them talk for 15 minutes 
about something unrelated to their 
marriage. And he speculates, in an 
account broken down into fractions 
of seconds, what was going on in the 
minds of four New York City police 
officers as they fired 41 bullets at a 
West African immigrant standing 
on his Bronx doorstep. 

To Gladwell, every one of these 
stories is a fascinating lesson in 
the effective operation of a human 
brain. Certainly enough to leave his 
readers thinking, mattcrenson(ap)

The cartoon culture wars, in oth- 
ers words, have some unusual new 
protagonists. 

PBS last week dropped an 
episode of “Postcards From 
Buster” that featured a same- 
sex couple after several stations 
complained to PBS President Pat 
Mitchell. WNET/13 in New York, | 
however, will air it March 23. 

Meanwhile, Focus on the Family 
founder James Dobson, in his syn- 
dicated radio program last week, 
criticized media reports in which 
“I was said to be on the warpath for 
my dislike for SpongeBob, who sup- 
posedly has homosexual character- 
istics. I said no such thing.” 

And the cross-dresser? Some 
guess “Simpsons” regular Ned 
Flanders maybe outed on the Feb. 
20 episode.

Dobson insists he never meant 
to single out SpongeBob. His target, 
he claims, was the We Are Family 
Foundation, which produced a video 
for schools that presumably “pro- 
motes the acceptance of homosexu- 
ality,” said a statement on the Focus 
on Family Web site, www.family.org. 



Next, the Buster Baxter dust-up. 
Mixing animation with live action, 
a February episode has Buster in 
Vermont to see a farm family pro- 
duce maple sugar. In one scene, a 
child shows Buster a picture and 
says, according to a person who’s 
seen the episode, “This is my mom 
and my stepmom. This is my favor- 
ite picture because all the people I 
really love are in this picture.” 

PBS knew of the episode — pro- 
duced by Boston’s WGBH — for 
months, and pulled the plug after 
the stations’ protests; subsequent- 
ly, the new head of the Department 
of Education, Margaret Spellings, 
slammed the episode. 

Pulling the episode “was the 
right decision,” said PBS Senior 
Vice President of Programming 
John Wilson. “The episode was 
about going to Vermont, [and] 
the focus was not to be on the fam- 
ily. But because of [some people’s] 
sensitivity ... that issue would not 
stay in the background and instead 
obscured the show’s real point.” 

Peggy Charren, founder of 
Action for Children’s Television, 
said she was “angered” by the 
decision. “What’s so weird is how 
benign this is, how education- 
al in the old-fashioned sense.”

For ODB, One Last Hurrah 


M U S I C I or Dirty Bastard made his 
last record count. 

“Osirus” was completed a week 
before the rapper collapsed and 
died at a Manhattan recording 
studio Nov. 13 from the combined 
effects of cocaine and a prescrip- 
tion painkiller. 

Sadly, the album stands as a 


strong comeback effort. It mixes two 
styles Dirty thrived in: the straight- 
forward MC’ing of his early Wu- 
Tang Clan days, and the glitzy, club- 
thumping feel from his acclaimed 
second solo album, “N Please.” 

Dirty makes people stop and lis- 
ten: It’s the combination of his voice, 
rough- edged and slurring, and the 


chance he just might say anything, 
no matter how bizarre. 

But “Osirus” is by far Dirty’s 
most lucid effort, and there’s a hint 
of maturity as he raps on “High in 
the Clouds”: “I like fame/But lock- 
down changed me/Nowit’s all about 
the gauge on the stage/Cuz haters 
wanna shoot everything that shines/ 



ODB died a week after finishing “Osiris.” 


So, I’m prepared to lock and load 
my rhymes.” 

If “Osirus” falters anywhere, it’s 
in the attempts to bridge the ODB 
to Top 40 hip-hop. “Down South” 
is strictly for the car stereo with its 
dum-dum beat and sing-a-long cho- 
rus. Constricting Dirty in this sim- 
plistic style wastes his rapping talent. 

There’s no question the ODB was 
one of hip-hop’s most unique per- 
formers. “Osirus” does nothing but 
back it up. mark donahue (ap)

A Cuban Enigma 


TELEVISION I People have been 
trying to figure out Fidel Castro 
since he came to power in Cuba 
46 years ago. 

Among the latest to chronicle the 
communist leader’s life is Cuban- 
born filmmaker Adriana Bosch, 
whose documentary “Fidel Castro” 
is scheduled to debut Monday on 
PBS’ “American Experience.” 

Bosch, who interviewed Castro’s 
daughter, Alina Fernandez, rela- 
tives, childhood friends, former 
rebel leaders and defectors, said 
her goal was to present a neutral 
picture of the world’s longest-ruling 
head of government. But she also 
calls her film a “cautionary tale” of

the dangers of placing the hopes of 
a nation in one man. 

It uses archival footage and 
details the accomplishments and 
difficulties faced by Castro, who 
took power in 1959 after President 
Fulgencio Batista fled the country.

“only to serve my country.” 

Bosch, who has lived in the 
United States since 1970, shows 
how Castro’s relationship with 
the United States changed over 
the years. 

Her film also includes human 
rights activists and dissidents 
accused of subverting Castro’s revo- 
lution in favor of America. They dis- 
cuss the horrors of being in Cuban 
prisons, which one activist describes 
as “killing machines.” (ap)

Mac Mini a Smaii Wonder 



New TV for 
the Game? 
Next Year. 

TELEVISION I Thinking about 
upgrading your TV for your Super 
Bowl party? Think of this first: If 
you took all your friends to a bar and 
bought every beer, you’d still likely 
spend thousands less than an ultra- 
thin, high- definition television. And 
you won’t have to kick yourself when 
the price of those TVs falls. 

Improved manufacturing tech- 
niques are expected to contribute to 


significant price declines this year. 

The price of liquid- crystal dis- 
play TVs fell up to 50 percent last 
year — with the larger screens drop- 
ping more — a decline that will be 
repeated in 2005, said Douglas Woo, 
president of Westinghouse Digital 
Electronics LLC. Westinghouse 
introduced a 27-inch liquid crystal 
display TV for $2,499 last January. 
It sells for $1,299 today. 

A 37-inch liquid crystal display 
TV that cost $7,000 a year ago now 
sells for about $3,000, said Sean 
Wargo, of Arlington’s Consumer 
Electronics Association. 

He expects prices for liquid-crys- 
tal display sets to drop around 40 
percent this year, elliot spagat (ap)

shrinks in size, price 
but it’s a real computer 

COMPUTERS I The original 
Macintosh computer’s creators 
envisioned the machine retailing 
for about $500. But when the first 
Mac finally rolled out in 1984, it car- 
ried a hefty price tag of $2,495. 

Now, Apple is finally selling a 
computer, called the Mac mini, 
for $499. It just might be the right 
computer for our times. 

The Mac mini is elegant, inex- 
pensive without being cheap and 
not a magnet for the viruses, worms 
and other malware. It could fit in 
any room as a first, second or third 
computer. And it plays well with 
others on a home network. 

Most of all, it’s a low-cost alter- 
native to Microsoft’s Windows. It 
also doesn’t presume you’re guilty 
of software theft. And refreshingly 
unlike Windows, there’s no activa- 
tion when you set it up — or anti- 


piracy checks afterward. 

The Mini seems designed more 
like a consumer electronics device 
than a general-purpose computer. It’s 
watered down only in size and cost. 
This is as much a Mac as any other 
that’s been sold over the years. 

The 2.9 -pound unit is basically a 
6.5-inch square just 2 inches high. 
It doesn’t include a keyboard, mouse 


or display, but all that can be pur- 
chased separately or dug out from 
the attic. The old parts work beauti- 
fully and cost nothing extra. 

Setup takes less than five min- 
utes and involves nothing more than 
connecting the monitor, the mouse 
and the keyboard to the computer, 
and plugging everything into the

Experts warn not to 
take digital exercise 
monitoring to heart 

Hop on a cardiovascular machine 
these days and you’re likely to find 
metal plates on the handlebars; grip 
them and your heart rate will pop 
up on the digital readout. 

Those metal plates are sensors 
for heart-rate monitors integrated 
into stair climbers, treadmills, ellip- 
tical trainers and stationary bikes. 
Comparing one’s heart rate during 
exercise with a standard target- 
heart-rate chart is a popular way 
to determine whether someone is 
working at an appropriate level. 

But not all experts are convinced 
that the tools are useful. Although 
some say the monitors can help peo- 
ple exercise at an optimum level, 
others dismiss them as unneces- 
sary bells and whistles. 

Monitors in exercise machines 
work use sensing devices placed on 
different parts of the body to mea- 


sure the heart’s electrical activity. 
Gripping the metal sensors sends 
an electrical impulse from the heart 
into the machine. 

Exercise physiologists inter- 
viewed said the readouts are gen- 
erally accurate. But not everyone 
agrees that the devices are essen- 
tial for keeping tabs on a workout. 
“Perceived exertion is enough for 
the typical person to know if they’re 
exercising at a proper intensity,” 
said Cedric X. Bryant, chief exer- 
cise physiologist for the American 


Council on Exercise. “The ones who 
need it most are people in cardiac 
rehab, but they’re going to be in 
environments where they’ll have 
monitoring tools anyway.” 

Perceived exertion is just that: 
How hard you think you’re work- 
ing based on breathing and levels 
of pain or discomfort. Some sci- 
entists use a zero to 10 scale, zero 
being sedentary and 10 being work- 
ing at a maximal level. Bryant also 
advised using the “talk test.” If you 
can carry on a conversation while 


exercising without gasping for 
air, then you’re working out at an 
acceptable pace. 

Relying on a numerical heart 
rate might cause people to check 
only against the target-heart-rate - 
zone chart on the machine, which 
most exercise scientists agree is 
inaccurate, said Bryant. Those 
numbers are based on averages and 
don’t account for higher or lower 
maximum heart rates or risk factors 
such as heart disease. A stress test, 
given by a physician, can calculate 


one’s maximum heart rate. 

So if exercise physiologists aren’t 
completely sold on heart rate moni- 
tors, why do they continue to be pop - 
ular? “The average exerciser is more 
sophisticated about what heart rate 
is, compared to 10 years ago,” said 
Jim Birrell, chief innovation offi- 
cer of Precor, an exercise machine 
maker. “A larger percentage of users 
are interested in that information 
and have a better understanding 
of what it means.” jeannine stein
